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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 

THERE  WERE  A  NUMBER  OF  PROPERTIES  THAT  HAD  TO  BE  REVIEWED  BY 
AVITAR  WHICH  WERE  DUE  IN  PART  TO  BOTH  THE  ASSESSING  FIRM  AND 
PROPERTY  OWNERS.  BY  THE  TIME  ALL  FINAL  ASSESSMENTS  WERE  REACHED 
AND  A  TAX  RATE  COULD  BE  MADE  BY  THE  STATE  IT  MADE  THE  MIDDLE  OF

PREVIOUS  PROJECTS  I  WAS  ABLE  TO  ENCUMBER  FUNDS  WHICH  ALLOWED  ME

THE  BEAVER  BROOK  PROJECT  WAS  COMPLETED  IN  THE  EARLY  SUMMER 
AND  THEN  IT  WAS  ON  TO  THE  SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  PROJECT.  AT  THIS 
TIME  I  WANT  TO  EXPRESS  MY  APPRECIATION  TO  THE  RESIDENTS  OF  THAT 
STREET  FOR  BEING  SO  PATIENT  THROUGH  OUT  THIS  PERIOD  OF 
INCONVENIENCE.  THERE  HAS  BEEN  A  GREAT  DEAL  OF  INFILTRATION 
REMOVED  FROM  OUR  SEWERAGE  LAGOONS  WHICH  WAS  ONE  REASON  FOR  THE 
STATE  MORATORIUM  BEING  PLACED  ON  THE  SYSTEM  AND  HOPEFULLY  BY 
CORRECTING  THE  PROBLEMS  WITH  SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  IT  WILL  RESULT 
IN  A  LIFTING  OF  THE  MORATORIUM  ON  AT  LEAST  THE  RESIDENTIAL

FINANCIALLY  IT  APPEARED  MORE  REASONABLE  TO  HAVE  OUR  OWN

SSI  BUT  HAVE  NOT  YET  RECEIVED  THEIR  CHECKS. 


IN  ORDER  TO  LENGTHEN  THE  LIFE  OF  OUR  LANDFILL  WE  HAVE  ENTERED 
INTO  AN  AGREEMENT  WITH  COOS  COUNTY  TO  USE  THEIR  RECYCLING 
CENTER.  THERE  IS  A  CONTAINER  PLACED  AT  THE  MUNICIPAL  PARKING 
LOT  THAT  IS  PROVING  VERY  SUCCESSFUL.  THIS  YEAR  I  WAS  ABLE  TO 
REIMBURSE  THE  COUNTY  FOR  OUR  COMPLETE  COST  SHARE  AND  HAVE  THUS 
SAVED  INTEREST  COSTS.  AS  IT  WAS  ON  A  SCHEDULE  TO  PAY  IN  ONE 
YEAR  OR  OVER  A  PERIOD  OF  YEARS.  A  GRANT  OF  $  10,000.00  RECEIVED 
FROM  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  WAS  ALSO  AWARDED  COLEBROOK  AND 
TURNED  OVER  TO  THE  COUNTY  FOR  THIS  PROJECT. 

DURING  THE  PAST  YEAR  AND  PREVIOUS  YEARS  I  HAVE  BEEN  ABLE  TO 
TRANSFER  FUNDS  FROM  BOTH  WATER  AND  SEWER  INTO  SAVINGS  ACCOUNTS.

Ue  have  audited  the  financial  stateients  of  the 
various  funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  ColebrooK 
for  the  year  ended  Decenber  31,  1990  and  have  issued  our 
report  thereon,  dated  May  16,  1991.  As  part  of  our 
audit,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  systea  of 
internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered 
necessary  to  evaluate  the  systea  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the 
purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for 
reliance  thereon  in  deteraining  the  nature,  tiaing  and 
extent  of  other  such  auditing  procedures  that  are 
necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
stateaents.  Such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the 
following  conditions  that  should  be  corrected  in  order  to 
iaprove  the  Town's  internal  control  systea.  Our  following 
reaarks  are  being  aade  in  the  hope  that  they  will  iaprove 
existing  procedures  and  are  in  no  way  a  criticisa  of  Town 
personnel. 

.1. Necessity  for  clear-cut  Invoice  Cancellation 

During  our  exaaination,  we  noted  that  a  nuaber  of 
invoices  subaitted  for  poyaent  were  not  staaped  'paid', 
or  otherwise  effectively  cancelled,  at  the  tiae  of 
paynent. 
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RecoBBendatlon 

Eaployees  should  be  advised  that  all  docuaents  Bust  be 
effectively  cancelled  to  prevent  their  possible 
resubfflission. 

2.  Library  Treasurer  signs  all  checks  and  also  Maintains 
all  Financial  Records* 

The  present  library  treasurer?  who  signs  all  checKs 
also  is  the  bookkeeper. 

This  is  poor  internal  control  os  there  is  no 
segregation  of  duties  between  the  paywent  and  recording 
function. 

Recoaaendation 

The  Library  Trustee's  should  institute  a  prograa  of 
dual  signatures  on  all  library  checks. 

3.EliBinate  Mater  Departaent  Custower  Deposits 

The  Town  presently  saintains  detailed  custoBer  deposit 
cards  for  the  water  departaent. 

Recoaaendation 

The  Town  should  seek  guidance  froa  the  DepartBent  of 
Revenue  as  to  whether  these  deposits  could  be  written 
off  and  reflected  as  water  departaent  revenue  with 
aajority  Town  vote. 
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4«Need  ForsQlized  Policy  Regarding  Vacation  and  SicK  Pay 

The  Board  of  Selectnen  should  prepare  and  adopt  a 
foraal  policy  on  the  accrual  and  payaent  of  accrued 
vacation  and  sicK  pay.  The  adoption  of  this  policy 
could  be  extreaely  helpful  in  the  future  in  avoiding 
possible  litigation  on  contingent  liabilities. 

Ue  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  etployees  of 
the  Town  of  ColebrooK  for  their  assistance  during  the 
course  of  our  audit. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Selectaen,  Town  Manager  and 
staff  are  doing  an  excellent  job  adainistering  the  Town 
of  ColebrooK.
